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FOREWORD 


In so small a folder we will not even attempt to 
list anywhere near all of the varieties of plant 
materials that we carry in stock most of the time. 
Roses and perennials we will not list here as we 
are putting out separate lists for these items. 

We will attempt to somewhat classify various 
plants according to their size, shape or use. We 
will just list a few of the most outstanding in each 
classification and will list all of the unusual plants 
that we carry that are not commonly listed by 
most nurseries in this area. 

In the listing of some ornamentals the term “B&B” 
is used which means balled and burlapped. After 
the listing of some trees the word “cal.” is used. 
This means caliper of the stem usually measured 
one foot above the ground. The caliper is usually 
given in inches. Where calipers is not designated 
the dimension given after a plant means height 
except in the case of spreading evergreens, such 
as Spreading Yews, Pfitzer junipers, Andorra juni- 
pers, Hetz junipers, Intermediate Yews and plants 
of this growing habit. 

Our experience has been that most plants can be 
transplanted in the spring or fall equally well. 
Current moisture and temperature conditions and 
methods of planting are more important factors. 
Other important factors include the acidity or alka- 
linity of the soil, the amount of drainage, and the 
texture of the soil. While many plants are tolerant 
of many conditions, to a degree, there are certain 
others that will not thrive except under certain 
specific limited conditions. We will designate any 
such limited plants, and what they need. 


OUR GUARANTEE 


We guarantee all plants for the first 30 days. We 
guarantee that all plants are in good growing con- 
dition at the time of sale, and are true to name 
to the best of our knowledge. We also guarantee 
to replace any plant that fails to live the first year 
at half of the purchase price of the plant at time 
of replacement. All labor involved is charged for 
at the full price. The exceptions to the above guar- 
antee are: (1) If the account is not paid in’ full: 
(2) If the purchaser does not give the plants the 
proper care; such as failure to water sufficiently 
or fail to cultivate at proper intervals. Or to keep 
the plant free from injurious insect pests thru lack 
of spraying (3) When the plant dies thru Act of 
God. (4) When orders are sold at a discount.

The best planting times of the year are between 
March 15th and June 15th in the spring and be- 
tween August 15th and December 1st in the fall. 
This varies with the year. Plants that are putted 
or sold balled and burlapped have a considerably 
longer planting period.
